Ottawa Report That Railway May 
Be Sold if Subsidy Does Not 
Come 


WAS PROMISED AID 


Railway Serving North Country 
Said to Be Among Railways 
Which May Be Bought 


Ottawa, April 7—The Citizen today 
publishes the following: “Since the 
government has gone into the business 
of railway nationalization there are a 
Jot of roads which want to sell out or 
unload as the case may be. 

“The latest in the market is the 
Edmonton and Dunvegan railway, 
built by Mr. J. D. McArthur. A subsidy 
for the line, which has been built, 
was voted but never paid over. The 
owners want either the subsidy or else 
to sell out. 

“British Columbia 1s anxious to get 
rid of the Pacific Great Eastern line, 
and the New Brunswick government 
would sell the Valley railway. There 
are two local roads in Northern New 
Brunswick also on the market. 

White Says No Negotiations, 

Ottawa, April 7—R. L, Richardson 
in the Commons today asked the at- 
tention of the government to the 
rumors that the federal government 
might take over the Edmonton and 
Dunvegan railway. He said strong 
pressure had been brought on to the 
government to do so, 

Sir Thomas White replied that 
while the Edmonton and Dunvegan 
railway had been brought to the atten 
tion of the government in matters re- 
lating to subsidies for three or four 
years past no arrangements for tak- 
ing over the road had been completed 
nor were there any negotiations in pro- 
gress at the present time looking to 
that end.

The battle of the afternoon was over 
the vote of $8 540 for the office of the 
efficiency officer.

Will Deal With Immigration.

migration than with finance, From 
personal observation while overseas 
the premier cla'med that Alberta's 
office was certainly not eatisfactoryly 
located for Immigration requirements 
and ‘he desired to see better quarters 
secured where Alberta's resources 
could be better displayed. 


Office Will Stand Alone. 


The premier went on to say that 
B.C. had suggested joining with Al- 
berta in offices but personally he felt 
that Alberta's office should be made 
to stand alone and show resulte for 
money expended, In charge of this 
office should be an official fully con- 
versant with the conditions and re- 
Bources of the province. 

In response to another query from 
Capt, Campbell the premier stated 
that Mr. Reid's salary of $6,000 wae 
not for the purpose of fixing this sum 
as the salary basis of the efficiency 
;officer of the province, He frankly 
assumed full responsibility for bring- 
ing Mr, Reid back from London, with 
the definite purpose of having Mr. 
Reid prepare Alberta's case in the 
expected appeal for the natural re- 
sources, No man was more fitted to 
prepare this case of accounting and 
|moreover, the case was now practi-

GERMANS AGAIN 
MAKE DEMANDS 
FOR MORE FOOD 


Announce at Conference It Would 
Be Impossible to Make Pay-

PARIS, April 7.—At a conference 
of the German and Allied financial 
experts at Pont Sainte Mayence, Sun- 
day, the Germans demanded fresh 
consignments of food, and announced 
that it would be impossible to con- 
tinue payments in gold, says a Havas 
Agency dispatch. 

In order to increase their gold re- 
serves, they proposed to issue large 
loans to neutral countries, explaining 
that Germany's lack of freedom for 
commerce prevents the defraying of 
the cost of food,

Auditor Binns Criticizes Forster 
Scheme as Insufficient 


Investigation before the public ac- 
counts committee on Monday morn- 
ing took the form of hashing over 
and re-seasoning the evidence heard 
before. Witneswes in the liquor case 
were recalled, Downey being severe- 
ly rated by Hon, A. G. MacKay as to 
the validity of hig evidence now and 
heretofore was championed by. Capt. 
Bob Pearson, Auditor Binns was re- 
Called and went far towards clearing 
up any element of doubt as to Web- 
ster’s administration of the vendor's 
Store at Edmonton, 

Downey recalled, failed to remem- 
ber events ay stated in “former evi- 
dence. When cross-examined by Mr, 
MacKay at one point his answers be- 
came so vague that it was only with 
the assistance of Capt. Pearson that 
he was enabled to withstand the 


P searching Inquiry. 


Capt. Pearson stated that the wit- 
ness had been confused by the force 
of his examination and asked that in 
ccmmon fairness he receive more 
consideration. This incident arose 
when witness gave contradictory evi- 
dence as to a conversation which he 
had with the deputy attorney-general 
prior to giving evidence in the Bou- 
dreau case. This evidence on the 
whole tended to show that his con- 
ception of the whole transaction wus 
vague, to say the least. 

Auditor Binns recalled, gave eyi- 
dence to the effect that his audit of 
the affairs in the liquor vendor's 
store, Edmonton, showed that short- 
age in the vendor's accounts were due 
for the most part to the faulty calcu- 
lations on the part of Mr. Webster in 
his book-keeping, and went on to say 
that the system of handling cash and 
orders as established under Mr, For- 
ster's management was all right for a 
@mall business, but that it broke down 
under the press of work put upon the 
staff by the ‘flu. But the new sys- 
tem established by fhe attorney-gen- 
eral would cover the situation, 

Taking up the matter of shrinkage 
in stock it was proved that a little 
over 1% per cent, was shown where 
in the opinion of expert liquor men 
consulted by Mr. Binns the shrinkage 
should run at from 1 per cent to 3 
per cent, 

Owing to his Investigation along 
this line he stated in evidence that in 
his opinion the showing inthe ven- 
dor's favor was very fair indeed. The 
shrinkage and shortages which he 
found in the Edmonton store he 
found duplicated at other points and 
were, in his opinion, not out of pro- 
portion with the volume of business 
being done. 

Prior to the adjournment !t was 
suggested by Mr, Ewing that the de- 
partment of railways would receive 
consideration next, and he suggested 
that while waiting for a witness In 
the liquor case the new business be 
opened up. There was dissent to this, 
however, as the committee felt that 
the long-drawn-out liquor inquiry 
should be closed, and with that un- 
derstanding the adjournment was 
made until Thursday morning at 10 
o'clock, when an effort will be made 
to close up the matter. 


SOUTHERN MEN 
ARE INTERESTED 
IN INDUSTRIES 


Mayor Brown, Medicine Hat, Has 
Big Plans for an Industrial 
Congress 


Reports from Calgary indicate that 
there will be quite a delegation from 
the southern city to attend the meet- 
ing of the Edmonton Board of Trade 
on Tuesday, when industrial develop- 
ment will be discussed, 

Among the speakers from that city 
are City Engineer George Craig and 
J. F. Sweeting, of the C, P. R. natural 
resources department. 

Mayor Brown, of Medicine Hat, has 
been requested to make the address 
of the occasion, explaining the purpose 
of the proposed industrial congress 
and provincial tour, planned for the 
coming summer, The congress jas 
been arranged by the program com- 
mittee of the executive of the Alberta 
Industrial Development association, 
and already plans are complete for a 
really fine program. Invitations will 
bo sent out to the captains of industry 
of the whole continént, with particular 
effort to attract those leaders in the 
industrial lines most suited to this 
province. 

The speakers will urge that the 
business men of Bdmonton give hearty 
support to this great work. Ali busi- 
ness men are invited to attend as ic 
is really a business nren's luncheon. 

Already Medicine Hat and Calgary 
have given the movement warm sup- 
port. Ata recent dinner held in the 
Assiniboia hotel, in Medicine Hat the 
gaa town's business men eubdsoribed 
the city’s quota within an hour, The 
Hat subscription was much larger tn 
proportion to population than that of 
any other city of the province, 

The aims of the proposéd congress 
are put briefly by Mr. Brown in the 
following words:— 

“We shall aim to attract to this 
province all those industries which it 
is possible to attract. We shall not 
aim to bring the masses of the people 
to the congress. While we shall not 
aim to keep them away we shall strive 
particularly to attract such men «4s 
may lay the foundation for real indus- 
trial development within the _ pro- 
vines, I have an abiding faith tn Al- 
berta and Ms future, from a etand- 
point of settlement as well as indus- 
try, and I shall hold firmly to the be- 
lief that we can make this province 
the centre of industry for all the Do- 
minion. It will take time, of course, 
but it can be done. It can not be done 
unless all those holding this optimistic 
faith put their shoulder to the wheel. 
Bear in mind in this connection that 
we shall not favor any one section or 
part. We shall go on the premises 
that development at any one point will 
help all other points." 


HOSPITAL BOARD MEERTS 

Arrangements are being made by J. 
A. McDougall, chairman of the Ed- 
monton hospital board, for a meeting 
of the board to be held on Wednes- 
day. This is being held by reason of 
the confirmation received from J. M. 
Douglas, at Ottawa that the govern- 
ment will grant @ loan to the city for 
the bullding of a new wing to the 
Royal Alexandra hospital, and plans 
for the work to be got under way at 
once will be made y the hospital 
board, 
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to devote all this time to his own prac- 
tice, His resignation will become ef- 
fective as soon as the city secures his 
successor, 

Since 1914 Mr. Heffernan has oc- 
cupied the position of crown prosecu- 
tor in the city police court, at that 
time also receiving his appointment 
under the attorney-general's depart- 
ment. He fs the only crown prosecutor 
the city has ever employed, Those who 
know him as an attorney have rated 
him amongst the lawyers who hav 
the highest standing in the city. Hi 
contemporaries in law speak of him 
as fair in the handling of the crown 
cases, a keen and subtle thinker and 
above all one who has the gift of 
speech and can present his case in an 
able manner before a judge and jury; 
Witnesses agree that Mr. Heffernan 
puts them through a pretty severe and 
searching cross examination and the 
criminal is never able to put one over 
on him. 

Criminal records also show that Mr. 
Heffernan has had a wide experience 
on the defence as well as in prosecu- 
tion. In 1914 when a big raid was 
made on gambling joints tn this city 
and 160 men were arrested he acted !n 
their defence and secured their acquit- 
tal, In the fall of 1916 in the most 
notorious murder case in the southern 
part of the province, the Helmbold- 
Whitside murder case, he was called 
} in on the defence and in a trial of five 
days and five nights secured the ac- 
quittal of the prisoner. In the Jun- 
kins murder trial in 1916 and the big 
horse stealing case in 1919 he was 
also counse) for the defence. 

In resigning his position therefore, 
as prosecuting attorney he ts going 
back to the position of defending the 
accused. 

Mr. Heffernan {s a graduate in arts 
and was called to the bar, a graduate 
in law of Osgoode Hall, Toronto, in 
1909. In 1913 he came to Alberta and 
was admitted to the bar of this pro- 
vince. In the short spacerof one year 
afterwards he was giver the important 
position from which he {s now resign- 
ing. He became a member of the firm 
of Byers & Heffernan in 1914, 

Mr, Heffernan has always taken an 
interest in political affairs and prior 
to the last provincial contest was men- 
tioned in prominent circles as a can- 
didate for West Edmonton.

Fish and the Food Board. 


The following from a recent ad- 
vertisement of the Canada Food 
Board will be of interest to the 
North Alberta fish companies who 
have gone broke as the result of 
their operations during the past 
winter, under the control of the 
Food Board: 

Since July, 1917, propaganda 
under the direction largely of 
the Canada Food Board has in- 
creased the consumption of fish 
within Cantda fully 100 per 
cent. Export of Western lake 
fish has been cut down from 
85 per cent. to 50 per cent—the 
difference being consumed at 
home. 

The Food Board commenced 
the fishing season of the past win- 
ter with a fixed price to the fish- 
erman, the fish company to the 
wholesaler—to everyone all down 
the line except the consumer. The 
companies made large expendi- 
tures to get to the fishing lakes at 
a distance of from 50 to 90 miles 
from railways; the fishermen did 
the same. There was every pros- 
pect of an excellent season’s bus- 
iness. About the middle of Janu- 
ary the Food Board took off the 
restrictions as to price. This was 
done when the fishing season had 
still a-month to run. The removal 
of the top pricé limit was accom- 
panied by a drop in the price of 
export fish. In the finish 
the fish for which the com- 
panies were compelled to pay 
the fishermen a top price of 8c a 
pound, at the point of rail ship- 
ment would only bring 3¢ to 4c 
at Chicago. As a consequence 
many thousands of fish that had 
been caught for export shipment, 
were given away to natives or 
ditched, wherever the least ex- 
pense was involved. The Food 
Board fixed the price ‘of the pro- 
duction of fish at the war time 
rate; although the war was over. 
But they did not and could not 
keep up the price in the export 
market, It was with the fisher- 
man as with the farmer. The 


Food Board could keep the price! 


down, but it could not keep the 
price up. 
If the propaganda of the Food

of any value, or could be made of 
any value, in January last was 
the time to have shown it. As a 
matter of fact the Food Control 
Board was of as little use and did 
as much harm in its dealing with 
the fisheries of Northern Alberta, 
as in any other of its many per- 
nicious activities. It is adding 
insult to injury to take the money 
of the fishermen taxpayers to pay 
for publishing a statement so ab- 
surd as that above quoted, 


Hudson’s Bay Railwa: 


There seems to be considerable 
uncertainty in regard to the com- 
pletion of the Hudson’s Bay rail- 
way. An announcement that it is 
to be completed is succeeded by 
another that Hon. T. C. Norris has 
gone to Ottawa to press for its 
completion. Apparently there is a 
strong effort being made to pre- 
vent the completion of the railway 
to Port Nelson although the grad- 
ing is finished and only 90 miles of 
steel remains to be laid. The total 
length of the railway from the Pas 
on the Saskatchewan to Port Nel- 
son on Hudson’s Bay is somewhat 
less than 400 miles. With three- 
fourths of the line completed in- 
cluding two large and expensive 
bridges across the Nelson river, 
with the grading completed 
throughout and with harbor ex- 
penditures made up to five million 
dollars, it would be absurd beyond 
words to let that whole expendi- 
ture,—some fifteen millions to 


the 90 miles of steel necessary to 
complete the line to the bay. Of 
course there are people who hold 
that the fifteen millions are al- 
ready thrown away and that to 
lay the additional 90 miles of steel 
would merely be to throw away 
another half million or so. 
_ The Hudson’s Bay railway pro- 
ject had in view the establishment 
of a transatlantic trade by way of 
Hudson’s Bay. This involved the 
establishment of an ocean port on 
the western shore of the bay. 
There is a serious question as to 
whether Nelson can be made a 
port suitable for transatlantic 
trade. Certainly it will be an ex- 
pensive piece of work; and 
impossible. A large expenditure 
has been made. It is admitted that 
&@ much larger will have to be 
made before ocean liners can use 
the port with success and safety ; 
and until they can use it with suc- 
cess and safety they will not use 
itatall. The idea of the Hudson’s 
Bay route was based on the port of 
Churchill not on that of Nelson. 
The Borden government saw fit 
to adopt Nelson in preference to | 
Churchill with the result that even | 
after the railway is built the route 
will be, for a time at least, dis- 
credited, 
But although the condition of 
Port Nelson permits the establish- 
ment of a transatlantic shipping 
route, it does not preclude its use 
as a base for the development of 
the fishery and mineral resources | 
of the Bay. That the fisheries of 
the Bay are valuable is beyond 
doubt while the mineral resources 
of the East coast are very highly 
spoken of, Not completing the road 
would not save the money that has 
been spent. That is gone beyond 
recall unless some use is made of 
the work done. Use cun only be 
made of the fifteen million dollars’ 
worth of work already done if half 
a million dollars more is spent in 
laying the steel to Port Nelson. 
Under the circumstances there is| 
nothing to be done by a presum- 
ably sane administration of the 
country’s affairs but complete the 
road, as a means of adding the 
resources of Hudson’s Bay to the 
sum of opportunity available to 
the Canadian people, pending 
either the completion of the har. 
bor work at Port Nelson or the 
extension of the railway to Chur- 
chill which should have been the 
objective from the start, with less

THE OANADIANS AT KINMEL 


Weekly Dispatch (London): 

The Bishop of St. Asaph, “as one 
who is closely associated with and a 
jnear neighbor of Kinmel camp,” 
writes to The Times on the recent 
bbe hae there, The inevitable dis- 
omforts of a demobilization camp 
have been patiently borne, says the 
Bishop, “but ‘cancelled sailings’ com- 
ing week after week to war-worn men 
yearning for home, have been a ser- 
fous matter. A man arrives in Kin- 
mel, having been told that he is to 
gail in a few days for Canada, and 
having received his 1p.c. (list pay 
certificate). Weeks pass, and he is 
still there, He may have been in the 
fighting line, and seen those who 
have had little or no fighting allowed 
to sail before him. Thus the fire be- 
gan to smoulder. It burst into flame 
when in illustrated Canadian papers 
the men saw the acclaimed arrival of 
conscripts who had done no fighting. 
One of them said to me, ‘It’s a bit 
hard that those fellows should have 
the home cheers.’ 

“Whether the fire was fanned into 
flame by Russians or aliens I know 
not. . . I have no desire to palliate 
what happened at Kinmel. But I 
doubt whether Englishmen would 
have borne similar conditions without 
a protest. I am certain Welshmen 
would not, As to the behaviour and 
character of the men in Kinme!l camp 
I can speak with personal knowledge 
| Those in charge of the canteens whom 
I know well speak in high praise of 
the conduct of the men. . The 
ladies resident in this neighborhood 
opened of their own accord a canteen 
for Canadians who crowd into our 
village-city on Sundays. Amid the 
hundreds that have visitel that can- 
teen there hae not been one single in- 
stance of rudeness or roughiiess. We 
in this countryside are indeed proud 
to have amongst us those men who 
have fought so gallantly for the Mo- 
therland.” 

THE INFLUENZA GERM 

The announcement of the death of 
Maj. H. Graeme ‘Gibson, R.A.M.C., 
jat the No, 2 Stationary hospital, Ab- 
jbeville. was published recently. 


|died a martyr to science and almost 
at the hour when, in company with 
two other workers, Maj Bowman 
Canadian Army Medical Corp, and 
Capt, Connor, Australian Army Medi- 
cal Corps, he had completed the dis- 
covery of what is very probably in- 
|deed the causative germ in this influ- 
jenza epidemic, 

A _ preliminary note regarding this 
on December 14th, 1918, in the Brit- 
ish Medical Journal, and thus Maj. 
Graeme Gibson's work takes preced- 
ence over tater publications. At the 
time, however, the proof of the dis- 
jcovery was not complete. It has now 
{been completed, as we understand; 
and Maj. Gibson's death furnishes a 
‘part of the evidence. His eagerness 
jand enthusiasm led him 
hard that he finally fell a victim to 
the very virulent strains of the germ 
}with which he was experimenting. He 
jhimself caught the influenza, and 
Pneumonia followed, 

The germ belongs to the order of 
filter-passers and is grown by the 
Noguchi method. It is reported 
that ‘monkeys have been infected 
with ft quite easily, and have dé- 
veloped attacks producing small 
hemorrhages in the lungs, a_ soil 
quite guitable for the reception of 
pneumococus, The chain of evi- 
dence thus seems to be very strong 
Further, we understand that the 
germ closely resembles that des- 
cribed by Capt, Wilson in The Brit- 

ish Medical Journal a few weeks 
ago. Thus Capt. Wilson's work 
seems to confirm the work of Maj. 

Graeme Gibson and his colleagues, 

Nor is this the only direction in 
which science has placed the pub 
lic in its debt with regard to influ- 
enza,. Recently it was observed 
that persons working at gasworks 
seemed to possess a deal of immun- 


ity from the disease While it 
raged around them they themselves 
escaped in large measure. At the 
same time it was noted that in a 
certain room of a munitions fac- 
tory influenza did not develop, 
though persons working in the 


other rooms got it in numbers, 
analysis of the air in these places 
was made, and it was found that 
this air contained a concentration 
of fumes of sulphurous acid, 

This and much previous work led 
to the setting up of steam cham- 
bers, similar to those which, thanks 


to the work of the Medical Re- 
gearch committee, had been em- 
ployed to disinfect “carriers” of 


cerebro-spinal fever. The results, 
we learn, have been fully up to ex- 
pectations so far, though it is early 
as yet to express any opinion,
